DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT. 
TICKNOCK MURDER. 


A FURTHER REMAND. 
(BEFORE MR. COLLINS, K. 00 

The court was crowded when Leopold 
Dillon, an ex-superintendent of the Civic 
Guard, and Dr. Patrick Purcell, Blessington, 
were brought up on remand, charged with the 
wilful murder of Lilly O'Neill, known also as 
Honour Bright, on the morning of the 9th 
June. It was intimated that several witnesses 
for the prosecution, who would give lengthy 
evidence, would be available on Saturday, an 
Mr. Collins agreed upon a remand in custody 
until then, 

Dillon's address was given as Dunlavin, 
where he had been stationed. The woman’s 
body was found on the side of the road at 
Ticknock, Co. Dublin. 

Mr. Bewley (instructed by Mr. D. 
O'Flaherty) prosecuted for the State; Mr. 
Keegan {instructed by Mr. E. Donnel 
solicitor) appeared for Dillon; Mr. 
O'Connor, R.C. {instructed by Mr. 
McCarroll, solicitor) appeared for Dr. Purcell. 

Dr. James Neary stated that he made a 
post-mortem examination, There were no 
marks of external violence on the body, but 
a bullet had penetrated the heart and passed 
through the left lung. Death must have been 
instantaneous. 

Dr. Thomas Mahony stated that in his 
opinion the wound could not have been eelf- 
inflicted, 

Charles Lynch said that he had recognised 
the body as that of ‘‘ Honour Bright, who 
had lived in the middle room of his mother's 
house, 48 Newmarket street, Dublin.. He had 
last seen her alive at about 11 o’clock on the 
previous night.

LEGISLATION NEEDED, 
— — 


The system under which a woman can 
adopt a child on the payment of a lump 
sum by the parents or their agents was 
denounced yesterday at the Free State 
Poor Law Commission. 

It was stated that it was “ obviously to 
the advantage of a foster parent that a 
child should not live, and that of four 
children who were given out for adoption 
from a maternity home in Dublin two 
died within six weeks. 

Mrs. Byrne, a former member of the 
Dublin Board of Guardians, said that in 
Dublin children were given out to nurse 
in unsuitable homes. In one slum area 
there were 110 such children, Of 274 
nursed out children in Dublin 94 died.

WELFARE WORK. 

Mrs. Byrne, a former member of the 
Dublin Board of Guardians, gave evidence 
dealing with children under the Poor Law 
who come under the City of Dublin Child 
Welfare Committee. he number of 
children in the city area. under the Child 
Welfare nurses was at present 274, and the 
number of families visited was 13,044. The

The Chairman (Mr. C. H. O’Conor)—Do 
you allege that children are nursed out in 
Dublin in ansatisfactory hands“ 

Mrs. Byrne—I do. In one shum area in the 
city there are 110 such children. I under- 
stand that lately the Commissioners of the 
Dublin Union have exercised their powers in 
not allowing children to be sent into that 
area. One of the societies that adopted 
children nursed them out in that area. 

TWO DEATHS IN SIX WEEKS. 
Continuing, she said that the giving out of 
illegitimate children from maternity homes 
was a very common practice. She knew of 
one such home from which four children were 
given out for adoption within a month on 
small fees, and two of the children died 
within six weeks. Children were given out 
both from nursing homes and from svaictiés 
for adoption for sums ranging from £3 to 
£20. it was obviously to the advantage of 
the foster-parent that a child should not live. 

She knew of a woman getting £50 for 
adopting a child sent from Cork and the 
child died within a month. If adoption fees 
were to be allowed they should be controlled 
by some central authority, and the payment 
of lump sums should be entirely forbidden. 

In Dublin there were 94 deaths of nursed- 
out children out of 274 notifications under 
the Children’s Act, whereas the percentage of 
deaths in the country districts was ten. The 
important point was inspection of the foster. 
home before the child was sent to it. 

WICKLOW HOSPITAL. 

Mrs Crofts, General Inspector to the 
Local Government Department, gave particu. 
lars of her experience of the Poor Law in the 
counties of Wicklow and Wexford. She would 
recommend the closing of the County Hospital 
in Wicklow town and the establishnient of 
two district hospitals in the county as well as 
two district fever hospitals, The County 
Hospital in Wicklow was not a good one, but 
that was largely hecause of the bad staffing. 
In the County Home in Rathdrum there were 
about 20 unmarried mothers out of a total of 
175 inmates, including aged, infirm and 
imbeciles. 

The arrangements for the relief of the poor 
in Co. Wexford were satisfactory. In the 
County Home in Enniscorthy there were 400 
inmates, 

In the course of answers to a number of 
questions by Mr. Sugrue, the witness stated 
that people now are looking for relief who 
would not think of applying for it some years 
ago. There were people in the country heip- 
ing to maintam rate-supported institutions 
who were not so well fed and housed or so 
comfortable as the people in the institutions. 

EPILEPTICS. 

Dr. F. C. Purser gave evidence on the sub- 
yect of epileptics, of whom there were over 
1,800 in the country in 1907. The number of 
mentally deficient would increase as long as 
they had the disease known as “ sleepy sick- 
ness.'" Epilepsy was not an after effect of 
the disease, but mental deterioration com- 
monly followed it. The only institution deal- 
ing wilh epileptics in Irelund was the Stewart 
Institution. 

UNMARRIED MOTHERS. 

Mrs. Power, one of the Commissioners of 
the Dublin Union, stated that in the year 
1924-25 161 unmarried mothers came into the 
Union for confinement. Of those 57 came 
from the country and 45 said that they had 
Leen in Dublin for more than a year. She 
deubted whether some of them had been so 
long in the city. The admissions from Dub- 
lin City or county were 59. Of the total 
almissions 103 said that they were first 
offenders, but the figure was not a certainty. 
The second offenders were given as 48. She 
suggested as a reform the segregation of first 
offenders. 

With regard to old women in the House, 
she believed that for many of them institu- 
tional treatment was a necessity. A lot of 
them were troublesome, and required atten- 
tion that they could not get in respectable 
homes, 

BOARDED-OUT CHILDREN. 

She was entirely in favour of boarding-out 
children rather than keeping them jn institu- 
tions. When the Commissioners took charge 
they boarded-out 138 children from the Cabra 
institution, and they got 119 taken away by 
their relatives. At present they had about 
180 children boarded-out. 

Answering Sir Joseph Glynn, the witness 
stated that it would be a good thing if the 
Union institution at Pelletstown were handed 
over to the Sisters of Charity to bé used as 
& maternity home into which unmarried 
mothers would be admitted withoug havi 
to go to the Workhouse first. Into such a 
home they would possibly get many unmar- 
ried mothers who now did not go to the 

nion. 

She did not approve of sending children to 
an industrial school if foster homes could be 
found for them, especially if members of the 
one family could be boarded out in proximity 
to one another. She knew that the great ma- 
jority of industrial schools would not take 
ack girls who had been sent out from them 
and who: had lost their situations. That 
meant a serious danger to girls of sixteen. 
It would be an excellent thing to have a 
rate-supported hostel, where — girls would 
be maintained while out of employment. It 
could be done on a Capitation basis at no 
great cost to the rates. 


CHILDPEN DISAPPEAR, 

Sir Joseph Glynn asked the witness 
whether she knew of her own knowledge 
that children had disappeared from homes in 
which they had been placed by their mothers, 
who paid a fee for then, 

Mrs. Power replied that there were cases 
in wluch such children had been taken away 
to places in England and in the North of

THE INQUIRY. 


PROBABLE PROCEDURE 
OUTLINED.

A communication to 
this effect will be sent to the Mines Depart- 
ment at once, but if in the meantime the 
Miners’ Federation should agree to meet the 
owners ghin, arrangements will be made for 
an early conference to take pla i 
before the Court of Inquiry. Fea 

It is not likely that even if the two sides 
come together again the Court of Inguiry 
will be abandoned, though it is recognised 
that both the masters and the men might 
preter that the Court should not sit while 
negotiations are taking place. 

The probable procedure, therefore, would 
be a meeting of the Court. followed by an 
adjournment, until it could be seen what. pro- 
gress had been made with direct negotiations.

RESTRICTION PROBLEM. 


Colonel Day and Mr. Waddingten, in the 
House of Commons, yesterday asked the

Ormsby-Gore said that the matter was being 
carefully watched, and while they agreed that 
the price was likely to go down considerably 
below the present boom-price they did nov 
think that the abolition of the Stevenson 
scheme would materially assist, either now 
or in a few months. 
Replying te Mr, Kirkwood, Mr. Ormsby- 
Gore said that there was no restriction of 
production, but only an automatic scheme, 
whereby only a limited proportion was allowed 
to be exported at a minimum rate, and the 
rest was subject to a high duty. There was 
no question of “ Ca-canny ” about it.

Chief interest in the Shanghai - situation 
revolves around the controversy between 
the Peking Diplomatic Body and the 
Shanghai Municipal Council regarding the 
right of the Diplomatic Body to coerce the 
Shanghai Council, which is elected by foreign 
taxpayers. i : 

e Chinese charge the foreigners in 
Shanghai with attempting to set up an inde- 
pendent State not responsible to foreign Go- 
vernments. 

The British, Americans, and Japanese 
claim that the rights of foreign citizens to 
elect municipal officers shall not be. ke. 
xtricted by foreign or Chinese officials; but 
the other side claims a right to remove such 
officers at will. 

The municipal officers themselves claim that 
neither the Powers nor the Chinese have any 
more right to interfere in the Shanghai 
settlement than a British Lord Lieutenant of 
a county has to remove a local mayor. 

Foreigners in Shanghai point to the 
treaties of 1854 and 1863, giving the right 
to form a city Government responsible only te 
the foreign taxpavers The Shanghai foreigners 
are chiefly British, American and Japanese, 
and they claim that the Latin Powers, led by 
France, are seeking to curry favour with the 
Chinese by destroying the independence of the 
international settlement. Hence they are de- 
termined to fight to the last ditch to pre- 
serve the right of self-government. The 
Chinese are equally determined to break 
down the independence of the settlement, and 
their latest move is to attempt to isolate the 
British and bring them to terms by the 
trade boycott. 

As the chief British interest in China 1s 
centred in Shanghai, British subjects as well 
as the Government recognise that a revision 
of the Shanghai status means a break in 
Britain’s superior position in China. 

A new interest was introduced into the 
Shanghai strike to-day, when the student 
labour unions distributed handbills contain- 
ing translations from an American paper.

The 
object of his present application was that a 
hearing might. be arranged by the Supreme 
Court of an application for the certificate 
referred to in Section: 29 of the Courts of 
Justice Act, 1924, which was necessary before 
án appeal could be taken to the Supreme 

Court from a decision of the Court of 
Criminal Appeal. ._Theeapplication for a. cer. 
tificate was made on Mo 1 the Court of 
Criminal Appeal, but he made the application 
with a certain amount of reservation as to 
the construction that he would contend. ought 
to be placed on Section 29 of the Act.

termination by the Court of Criminal Appeal

, The Chief Justice, intervening, said that 
he did not think that Mr. Gleeson need de- 
velop his argument at present, because they 
could now only deal with the composition of 
the Court to hear an application, inasmuch 
as he had«some cognisante of the case when 
he was Attorney-General, and. therefore he 
did not wish to sit as a member of the Court 
to deal with it. Mr. Justice FitzGibbon, of 
ioburse, was a roof. the Court of 
Criminal Appeal which heard the application 
on Monday, and the only. member of the 
Supreme Court available now was Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan. It would be necessary, there- 
fore, under the circumstances to constitute 
a Court to sit specially to deal with the

OLD AGE PENSIONER’S CLAIM. 

An appeal from the Circuit Judge was 
heard in the case of Michael McCabe_against 
W. H. Swan, Sheriff of Co. Monaghan, in 
which a decree had been given for £91 agains. 
the Sheriff for alleged illegal seizure.

The plaintiff denied that he ever 
offered a bribe or that he had taken one.

Mrs. Orr, in 
her evidence, denied that sh- hach uttered any 
statement about a letter, and said that the 
words used by her to Guard Connolly were, 
Those were the people who, when the Re- 
publicans were in Raphoe, made bribes to 
shoot people. A witness named Nelis de- 
posed that MoGlinchey was always offeri 
£10 to see “ that man put down the slope, 
wich he meant as murd The Circuit 
Judge, while expressing the view that it 
would have been v much better if Mrs. 
Orr had said nothing at all of the events of 
1: „ said that he did not think that Mr. 
McGlinchey intended his wild language at 
that time to be taken literally. On the whole 
case the Circuit Judge came to the conclusion 
that the defendants had made out the justifi- 
cation. pleaded, and that the action must be 
dismissed with costs.

DEBT COLLECTING AGREEMENT.

n the case of Malley and Charles to Pigott 
and Co., and in the matter of a bill of costs, 
an application to refer back to Master 
Denning a bill of costs for taxation was 
heard. The costs were furnished by Messrs.
